Simple assaults are also 
included in local figures. 
During the past year, one 
murder, IO robberies, 98 
assaults, 516 burglaries, 
1,152 thefts and 59 auto thefts 
were reported to local police. 
The murder is still unsolved, 
while 25 percent of the 
robberies, about 50 percent 
of the assaults, 19 percent of 
the burglaries, 18 percent of 
the thefts and 32 percent of 
the auto thefts were cleared

Chou’s Successor 
Teng To Be Premier

HONG KONG (UPI) - 
The death of Chou En -lai, the 
scholar turned revolutionary 
who helped forge modern 
China, has elevated vice­ 
premier Teng Hsiao-ping to 
the highest point of his 
stunning political comeback. 
It appears certain Teng, a 
small man with a big in­ 
tellect, will become China’s 
new premier. He took over 
the bulk of Chou’s duties 
when the ailing leader en­ 
tered a Peking hospital in 
1974 for treatment of ter­ 
minal cancer. 
Chou, the only premier the 
People’s Republic of China 
since its founding in 1949, 
died Thursday of cancer at 
the age of 78. The New China 
News Agency called his 
.passing “a gigantic loss” to 
China and world com­ 
munism. 
Chou’s death removed 
from the Chinese leadership 
one of the world’s most in 
fluential diplomats — a 
brilliant scholar with un­ 
flagging 
energy 
who 
emerged 
from 
wars, 
famines and party struggles 


with ever-increasing power. 
The 71-year-old Teng is 
now considered the second 
most powerful man in China. 
Only Chinese Communist 
party chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, himself 82 and ailing, 


carries more clout. 
The diminutive Teng, a 
former 
party secretary 
general, was purged in 1966 
during 
the 
Cultural 
Revolution and returned 
from political limbo in 1973.

Wholesale Prices 
Show 1st Decline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Another big drop in food 
prices sent the Wholesale 
Price Index down 0.4 per 
cent in December for the 
first decline in the key in­ 
flation barom eter in six 
months, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
There was a dramatic im­ 
provement 
in wholesale 
prices in 1975, Labor said. 


The record cold snap 
Thursday resulted in ex­ 
tensive damage in Plano.

No damage 
amount has been set as yet 
but Fire Marshal Bill Threet 
says it is ‘‘considerable.”

Threet said many of the 


residences Hooded when 
small plastic pipes hooked 
up into the ice-maker in a 
refrigerator burst. Nor­ 
mally, copper tubing is used 
although Threet said plastic 
is acceptable if it is wrapped 
and insulated. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
damage can run very high in 
these cases, particularly 
when the pipes which burst 
are located in the attic. Sheet 
rock is then affected which 
can fall and further damage 
the furnishings. 
‘‘Proper maintenance can 
prevent this problem,” 
Threet said. “Homeowners 


should check and wrap all 
pipes especially those ex­ 
posed to the cold weather. 
No we might not have 
another day, as cold as this 
all year, but the homeowner 
really should check his home 
to insure flooding doesn’t 
happen to him. With this 
many calls we were tied up 
constantly using the water 
vac, mops and squeegees.”

The decline in seasonally 
adjusted food prices—which 
equals an annual rate of 30 
per cent—followed a 1.5 per 
cent dip in November. 
The WPI, the primary 
indicator of price increases 
at the wholesale level, 
consists of two parts—food 
and industrial commodities. 
The commodities sector rose 
0.6 per cent for the second 
consecutive month. 


The overall index stood at 
178.7 from a 1967 base of IOO. 
That means goods costing 
$10 in 1967 cost $17.87 last 
month. 
Wholesale prices even­ 
tually are passed on to 
consumers when they buy 
food, homes, clothing, cars 
and other finished goods.

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New Football Coach Plans No Major Changes 


Tommy Kimbrough

How do you change a football program 
that has been as successful as Plano’s? 
You don’t, according to Plano Senior 
High School’s new head football coach, 
Tommy Kimbrough. 
Kimbrough assumed the head football 
coaching reins Wednesday, replacing John 
Clark who resigned with a 107-17 record to 
devote fulltim e to athletic director duties. 
Kimbrough served eight years as a 
Wildcat assistant, coaching and learning 
each facet of the game called football. 
Kimbrough is confident that he is capable 
of continuing the Wildcat tradition and is 


now laying groundwork for upcoming 
spring training. 
“ I’m real happy to become Plano’s new 
head coach,’’ Kimbrough said. “ I ’ve 
always w ant^ to be a head coach and I ’m 
happy for this opportunity.’’ 
Kimbrough served as offensive co­ 
ordinator and backfield coach for the past 
several seasons. However, in other 
seasons, he coached the defensive line, 
defensive secondary and receivers. The 
knowledge that he gained coaching those 
various 
positions 
now 
form s 
the 
framework for a new Wildcat team. 
As head coach, Kimbrough w ill be 
responsible for molding the Wildcats into a 
team, one unit. 
“ I won’t have any one position that I w ill 
coach, such as the backfield. I ll be co­ 
ordinating the whole program, organizing 
.such as practices." Kimbrough said. 
“ A head coach is more of an organizer. I 
hope to coach each position a little, but 
someone else w ill be in charge of coaching 
each position.” 
Another facet of the Wildcat football 
program that Kimbrough w ill continue to 
emphasize is Christianity. 
“ One of my priorities w ill be to maintain 
the 
Christian atmosphere which Coach 
Clark started,” Kimbrough said. 


No Changes 


Kimbrough, 31, plans no changes for the 
Wildcat offense or defense, except what is 
necessary from year to year to stay on top 
of opponents. 
“ We won’t be changing anything 
specific,” Coach Kimbrough said. “ We 
have to change a little from time to time to 
stay on top. There w ill be slight changes in 
our offense and defense.” 
“ I believe in what we’ve been doing, 
both offensively and defensively.” 
Plano has used the option offense. Veer, 
for several years and defensively the 4-3 
alignment. 
Coach Kimbrough has set one goal for 
his teams, to do their best. 


. . . New Football Coach 


“ My main goal w ill be that the kids 
reach their potential as a team. I don’t 
mean in terms of win-loss records.” 
Coach Kimbrough has been the head 
man for two days, approved by the Plano 
Independent School Board Tuesday night. 
Has the change in jobs been fully realized 
by Kimbrough yet? 
“ It is different, but is not as much of a 
change as if I had changed schools. It 
would be a big change if I went to another 
school. But I feel at home here,” Coach 
Kimbrough said.

Coach Kimbrough has been a PISO 


assistant for eight full seasons. 
He Brst coached the Bowman Junior 
High eighth grade team, winning the 
d istrict championship. He then was 
devated to the high sdiool staff. 
In his first season, he coached the 
defensive line, followed by the secondary 
the next season, then receivers before 
finding a resting place, coaching the back­ 
field, lata* the offensive co-ordinat(»*. 
What prompted Kimbrough to come to 
Plano, to coach football, and to remain 
here for eight seasons? 
“ Coach Q ark is one reason,” Coach 
Kimbrough said. 
“ I knew 
the 
type 
program Coach Clark had. I knew for a 
young coach it would be a benefit to coach 
here, to learn the game.” 
“ As a student in football, the opportunity 
was here.” 
Plano’s phenominal growth rate coupled 
with the increase in athletic teams and 
athletic participation caused John G ark to 
resign football duties to be athletic 
director. It was for those same reasons 
Tommy Kimbrough remained in Plano, 
foreseeing an of^rtunity as head coach.
